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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. A replacement drawing for Figures 12 & 13 was received on January 10, 2005. This 
drawing is acceptable. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 14 & 15 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 14, line 2 & Claim 15, line 2: "an one-contact-point" should be 
—a one-contact-point—. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 9-12, 16 & 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the 
Applicant's admitted prior art. 

In regard to claim 9, the Applicant's admitted prior art discloses an optical pickup device 
comprising: a mounting frame (Figure 13, elements 101 & 102); and a half mirror (100), wherein 
a mounting face of said half mirror is partially mounted onto a mounting face of said mounting 
frame with three adhesive contact points (any three of the four elements 103) fixing two parallel 
side faces of said half mirror to the mounting face of said mounting frame, the adhesive contact 
points substantially constituting a plane in parallel with the mounting face of said half mirror. 
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In regard to claim 10, the Applicant's admitted prior art discloses an optical pickup 
device comprising: a mounting frame (Figure 13, elements 101 & 102); and a half mirror (100), 
wherein a mounting face of said half mirror is partially mounted onto a mounting face of said 
mounting frame with three adhesive contact points (any three of the four elements 103) fixing 
two parallel side faces of said half mirror to the mounting face of said mounting frame. 

In regard to claim 1 1, the Applicant's admitted prior art discloses that said three contact 
points are arranged remote from each other (as shown in Figure 13). 

In regard to claim 12, the Applicant's admitted prior art discloses that said three contact 
points are positioned near corners of said half mirror (as shown in Figure 13). 

In regard to claims 16 & 17, the Applicant's admitted prior art discloses that the 
mounting frame includes a pair of sub-frames (Figure 13, elements 101 & 102) separated from 
each other. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-8, 13, 18 & 19 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

6. Claims 14 & 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

7. The Applicant argues that claims 9 & 10 are now allowable over the prior art as 
amended. The Examiner disagrees. Since the claims do not recite the specifics of the previously 
allowed claims, they are considered to read on the Applicant's admitted prior art, as noted in 
items 3-4 above.
